Organized 
labor was the broadest kindgf an 
academy, in which men could edu- 
cate themselves. Mr. Beecher*' con- 
cluded his sermon with a "few words 
on Communism, which, he held, be- 
longs to the European mind, not 
the American. Communism was a 
European attempt to contravene 
European despotism. It could be 
set down in this country as without 
any danger to America. But Com- 
munism, too, was a school. It was 
leading men to studysoeial laws, and 
the benefits to be received from the 
knowledge thus gained, were'ten 
times greater than any danger."

The story told to a reporter by P. 


W. Crowe, of Pooria 111., reads very 
much like the talk of a man who is 
extremely anxious to get himself into 
print, and who is eager to pose in 
the role of a martyr. His project 
seems to be to get arrested and thus 
bring himself prominently before 
the public. He is described as a littlo 
dark man of intellectual countenance, 
and he is said to be a Fenian agitator 
of the first water, advocating the 
most blood-thirsty and violent meth- 
ods for securing Irish independence 
—just the kind of man that is calcu- 
lated to make a good cause bad by 
his advocacy thereof. He claims to 
be the central figure in the scheme 
for the manufacture of death-dealing 
instruments to blow the entire Brit- 
ish navy into smithereens. He says 
that the executive committee of the 
United Irishmen met in New York 
some time last fall, there being 'pre- 
sent besides himself Judge Brennan. 
of Iowa, Capt. G. Speerman of New 
York, James Kenefee of Providence, 
Thomas H. Dwyer, of Chicago and 
O'Donovan Bossa. Plans for most 
effectually 
bringing 
the govern- 


ment to terms were discussed, but all 
were passed over for one reason or 
another and the project formulated 
by Crowe adopted, which was to 
completely annihilate the English 
navy by means ot infernal machines 
deposited on the vessels.

young ladies in a family have absolutely 
nothing to do. 


Those brought up in the country have 


this advantage, that they may always 
make work for themselves; the village 
children may be taught and otherwise 
cared for; bringing not only a blessing 
oa them, but a healthy body and mind 
to the benefactor. 


In town the condition of middle-class 


girls is to me pitiable. They are too 
genteel to follow any occupation; there 
are often too many in a family to assist 
in dooestic duties; they have returned 
home from school with some very poor 
accomplishments; their knowledge of 
French and German is not sufficient to 
allow them to converse in these lan- 
guages; and music just' enough to in- 
dulge in a doleful song or play badly on 
ihe piano. 


They dawdle through the day in a listr 


less way, and fall victims to a thousand 
little ailments which the doctor is sup- 
posed to put right by physic. 


And the most curious thing is that 


should the instincts of the girl force her to 
put some of her energies into use, she is 
as likely as not to be thwarted by the 
mother. I am a daily witness to this; 
and when young ladies are brought to 
me for advice, the invariable story is 
that they are overtaxing their strength; 
the maternal instinct being so perverted 
that it has become with many the belief 
that every movement means fatigue, and 
absolute rest is the way to insure health. 


It is against thia very erroneous view 


that I am |now preaching. These moth- 
ers do not come to the doctor for advice, j 
but come to dictate to him; and they 
bay: 
"I want you, doctor, to insistpn 


my daughter not playing the organ at 
church, for it is too much for her; or. 
having that children's class once a week, j 
for she is always ill after it; but order 
her to have her breakfast in bed, and a 
glass of port wine about eleven." 


It is this fanciful care on the part ol 


parents which is so injurious; for th« 
very energy of young people would com- 
mand them to occupy themselves. I dc 
not know that girls are worse than boys

Firm Change. 


The firm of Hatfield, Taylor & Co. 


is a thing of the past, and the Do- 
catur Linseed Oil Mill is now under 
the individual proprietorship of B. Z. 
Taylor. Messrs. John Hatfield and his 
son Jas. hatfield, each holding a third 
interest in the establishment, have 
disposed of their shares to Mr. Tay- 
lor, and hereafter the management of 
the works will be exclusively in his 
hands. This mill waa established 
about fourteen years ego, and Hat- 
field, Taylor & Co. took possession of 
it within a few years afterwards. 
They have made the mill one of the 
productive industries of Decatur. It 
has a storage capacity of about 60,- 
000 bushels, and a working capacity 
of between three and four thousand 
bushels per day. The buildings, sit 
uated on the corner of East Main end 
Broadway, are substantially con- 
structed of brick, and the machinery 
is of the most approved pattern. The 
engine used there is, perhaps, the 
finest one in the city. 


Between threo and four hundred 


thousand gallons of oil are manufac- 
tured every year, a large part of which 
is wholesaled in St. Louis. The cake 
is marketed in London and Liverpool, 
England. All together the mill does 
an annual business of over 
000. 
It is no small thing for Deca- 


tur, and for Mr. Taylor it is certainly 
a very promising business. Ben is to 
be congratulated upon his acquire- 
ment. Mr. Hatfield, who is a great 
admirer of fine stock, will hereafter 
devote his attention to that business. 
He owns a large quantity of the most 
productive farming land in the 
county.
